WASHINGTON (UPI) 
The 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration believes the 
nation's most widely used 
tranquilizers 
Valium, 
Librium, Miltown and others 
may cause birth defects 
FDA 
C o m m issio n er 
Alexander Schmidt, citing 
recent studies, said Thur­ 
sday his agency has ordered 


manufacturers to provide 
bold face warnings on their 
packages that the drugs 
could be hazardous during 
early pregnancy. 
“ These studies do not 
demonstrate 
conclusively 
that these drugs, taken 
during early pregnancy, can 
cause cleft lip or other birth 
defects,” Schmidt said. “But 
use of these tranquilizers 
during pregnancy is rarely a 
matter of urgency, and their 
use during this time should 
almost always be avoided. 
“The warning label we are 
now requiring will provide 
physicians with the in­ 
formation they need to 
prescribe 
these 
drugs 
safely.” 
Hoffmann-La Roche Inc., 
manufacturer of Valium and 
Librium, said the FDA 
ignored two more recent 
studies, which cleared the 
tranquilizers of any link to 
birth defects. 
The company does not 
dispute the FDA’s statement 
that pregnant women may 
not need tranquilizers, a 
Hoffmann 
La 
Roche 
spokesman said, but the 
agency is “strongly casting 
aspersions on Valium that 
are inconsistent with the 
scientific facts.”

Speaking

company, Ray says “ We’re 
in

He supervises his com ­ 
pany’s hiring and maintains 
contact with his drivers on 
the road. 
“Ju st yesterday, it was 
one o'clock in the morning 
and I was in Denton,” Ray 
said. “ I ran across one of mv 


drivers and we talked. And I 
was in Slidell, Louisiana, the 
other night. I talked to seven 
of our men. 
“ It s the only way there is 
to find out their problems. I 
sat at a little truck stop for 
two or three hours. We’d 
drink coffee, eat breakfast, 
and talk.” 
A key task for Ray is to 
insure all drivers comply 
with various reg u lation s 
designed to in su re tra n ­ 
sportation safety. 
Ray also runs a mobile

Destructive 
Army Worms Moving 


Fall army worms are on 
the march and have been 
reported in pastures, hay 
meadows, small grain and 
lawns in Collin County, 
according 
to 
Jam es 
R. 
R i s i n g e r , 
C o u n t y 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Agent. 
These pests are most 
active in the late summer 
and early fall, especially 
following rains, and they 
fa v o r 
w e ll-f e rtiliz e d 
pastures and lawns. 
Army worms 
feed on 
grasses and several other 
kinds 
of 
plants, 
often 
seriously damaging pasture, 
lawns 
and early 
planted 
small grains. The larvae 
usually feed at night, but are 
also active on cloudy days. 


Frequent and careful in­ 
spection in shaded areas and 
along the borders of pastures 
and lawns is necessary for 
detection before extensive 
damage occurs. 
Newly hatched larvae, less 
than one-half inch long, are 
white with black heads. The 
body darkens as they mature 
and at maturity the larvae 
are approximately one and 
one-half inch long. The color 
then varies from pale green 
to almost black with several 
light stripes along the body. 
The front of the head is 
marked with an inverted 
white “Y ” . 
Uncontrolled fall arm y 
worms can destroy entire 
fields of forage and lawns, 
and early detection is very 


important for successful 
control, 
according to the 
extension agent. 
Control measures, usually 
most effective with young 
larvae, should be used when 
larvae are in damaging 
numbers. The application of 
1.25 or 1.9 pounds of Sevin (80 
per cent wettable powder), 
or one quart of Malathion 
(five 
pounds 
emulsifiable 
concentrate) or one-half to 
two pints of Dylox 
(40.5 
percent liquid solution) per 
acre 
normally 
gives 
adequate control. Sufficient 
water should be used to 
allow complete coverage. 
Read the insecticide label 
carefully and follow all 
directions, instructions and 
restrictions.

Dear Doc: Any tricks to 
keeping birds away from the 
tomatoes? They’re driving 
us crazy! 
Assuming you’ve used 
pinwheels, aluminum pie 
tins and other noise makers 
to no avail, you might want 
to invest in one of the plastic 
bird nets commonly sold for 
strawberries and cherries.

Another good solution is to 
pick your tomatoes just as 
they turn pink.

remaining extra days on the 
vine. Let them ripen indoors 
and you'll also find much 
less cracking and splitting. 
Dear Doc: Just why do all 
the recommendations 
say 
we should water our lawns in 
the morning? We work an 
early shift and would like to 
water at a more convenient 
time. 
W ater 
grass is 
venient 
to you, 
noon or night, 
watering is less 
since much more water 
evaporates before it ever 
reaches the ground. 
Late 
evening watering can leave 
area moist overnight, a 
springboard 
for disease 
(especially in St Augustine 
lawns and especially in the 
fall). So early morning is 
logically a bit better, but it's 
not the only way. 
..Dear Doc: What can we 
use to control mildew on 
roses and crape myrtles? 
Acti-dione PM, benomyl or 
Karathane, also on zinnias, 
euonymus, 
photinia 
and 
other powdery - mildew 
prone plants. 
Dear Doc: What causes 
ajuga to wilt and die over­ 
night? 
Southern blight is a stem- 
rotting fungal disease that 
readily 
attacks 
ajuga. 
Classic symptom is the white 
fungal mass under the dead 
leaf growth. Spray with 
T erraclor following label 
directions. 
Dear Doc: Our pine tree is 
yellow and apparently needs 
iron. A nursery man told us 
we might as well rip it out. 
Can’t a lack of iron be 
controlled? 
Yes, temporarily. Apply 
copperas or chelated iron to 
the soil and also as a foliar 
spray (keep off painted or 
masonary surfaces). Apply 
also a soil acidifier. Repeat 
as necessary, even to 4 to 6 
applications per year. 
The reason your nur­ 
serym an 
made 
his 
suggestion, he’s seen other 


gardeners baby a pine tree 
until it’s 15-20 feet tall, then 
decide it’s not worth the 
effort and the expense. By 
then they’ve lost all those 
years of tree-growing time. 
Dear Doc: What causes 
the lower leaves of a Norfolk 
pine to turn brown from their 
tips in? 
Too wet or too dry, as each 
will damage the root system. 
Soluble mineral salts and too 
dark a setting can also cause 
the same damage.

Dear Doc: Our cottonwood 
is dropping at least half its 
leaves.

arrives, as their roots can’t 
meet 
the 
demands. 
Generally 
leaf 
loss 
is 
scattered throughout the 
tree. Borers can also cause 
stress in cottonwoods. Check 
for signs of sawdust coming 
out of holes in the trunk or 
major limbs. 
Commercial 
borer sprays would help if 
this 
is 
the 
problem. 
Thorough 
watering 
would 
help in either case. 
..D ear Doc: How often do 
you sugest spraying for 
chinch 
bugs 
in 
a 
St. 
Augustine lawn? 
As often as 
necessary. 
Check every few days for 
signs of damage. 
Chinch 
bugs like heat - you’ll see 
their symptoms first near 
pavement, against white 
walls, in full sun, etc. Grass 
will turn crisp and brown. 
Chinch bugs are about pin­ 
head 
size 
with 
irregular 
white 
markings on 
their 
backs. You’ll see them by 
getting down on your knees 
and sorting through the 
affected grass. 
All 
this 
sounds tedious, but it costs a 
good bit to spray a whole 
lawn (diazinon, dursban, 
ethion 
are 
controls). 
Do 
check before spraying. 


Dear Doc: What is the best 
way to control squash bugs? 


Sevin 
dust 
will 
do 
an 
adequate job on the young 
squash bugs, but it makes 
little 
dent 
in 
adult 
populations. Unfortunately, 
hand picking is about your 
only hope for the mamas and 
daddies. One determined 
gardener I know screened 
off his whole squash patch - 
used screen frames and kept 
the bugs out. 


Start Fall Gardens 


Dear Doc: How hard is it 
to save a limb that’s been 
girdled by wire from an old 
fence? 
It depends on how bad the 
damage is. If the limb is still 
sound and healthy, you may 
be able to cut in and clip 
through the wire in several 
places, 
perhaps 
even 
remove it. If the limb has 
been weakened, though, it 
likely 
will 
need 
to

removed. Make cuts safely 
down from the wire. 


Dear Doc: We have a new 
home and wonder if we 
should wait until fall to sow 
our bermuda seed. 
Plant whenever you’re 
ready, but definitely before 
September 
15. 
Ber- 
mudagrass likes the warm 
weather so, if you can just 
keep it moist as it sprouts (2 
to 4 light waterings a day for 
the first couple of weeks), it 
should take right off.

6-6, 10-5-5, etc.) for lawns,
